C.C. planning board hears angry protestors

proposed new commercial development in Kensing- 

ton’s Colusa Circle came under frontal assault last 

eek as a battalion of irate citizens showed up for an 

initial hearing on the project before the Contra Costa 
County Planning Commission in Martinez. 

After sitting patiently through three hours of other 
business on the commission’s agenda Tuesday night, resi- 
dents from the Colusa Circle neighborhood rose one after 
another to attack plans by Edward Hammonds of Diversi- 
fied Realty Inc. to create a 33,000-square-foot complex of 
offices, shops and a restaurant on three triangular parcels 
bordering the circle. 

This part of the agenda had been advertised as a 
hearing on the plan itself, but in fact it was not. Technical- 
ly, the session was a hearing on whether or not the com- 
mission should require a full environmental study before 
considering the project. 

However, citizens managed to get in plenty of digs 
about what they considered the demerits of the plan — 


ranging from potential for traffic hazards and fears about 
increased crime to the destruction of three large evergreen 
trees. 

Periodically, commission members would remind the 
speakers that the issue at hand was whether to conduct a 
full-fledged “environmental impact report’ (EIR). The al- 
ternative would be to rely on a traffic and parking study 
which already has been completed, coupled with county 
planners’ findings. 

The.county planning staff, in an initial report to the 
commission, has taken the position that no EIR is neces- 
sary. Staff identified just “one significant impact of the pro- 
posal that would have to be studied in detail” — the effects 
of traffic and parking on the area. 

However, a residents’ group calling itself Citizens for 
the Betterment of Kensington appealed the staff's decision, 
and mobilized the troops, some 60 strong, to appear at last 
week’s hearing. 

The seven-member commission took no action on thé

From castle restoration 


to an East Bay prints shep

L CERRITO — Caricaturist 

Reine Salter was once honored 

by the government of France 

for her efforts in renovating and res- 

toring an historic castle. Now she 
concentrates on being funny. 

Before emigrating to this country, 

the French artist and designer had a 


. long and varied career in design, the 


antique world and the visual arts 
which spanned three European 
countries and two decades. 

The El Cerrito resident runs Por- 
tobello Prints & Books, .a rare print 
shop located at 1649 Hopkins Street 
in Berkeley. The store also serves as a 
workshop for her own style of jewelry 
and as a studio for a prolific out- 
pouring of humorous drawings. 

Many of Salter’s drawings, which 
were recently shown at the Kensing- 
ton Gallery, are characterized by 
simple line portraits with bold 
splashes of color. Others are collages 
which use the simple line as a base, 
with a vividly contrasting colored tis- 


sue paper butterfly, bird or some 
other item added for comic effect. 

“T like to watch people, to do their 
faces,” she said. “Everything is based 
on the outside, on reality. 

“But,” Salter cautions, “I try not 
to take myself too seriously. There al- 
ways has to be a little bit of a joke to 
go with it. 3 


“T just want people to laugh. If 


they like it they can buy it; if not — 
well — they can look and smile.” 

Salter’s work has not always re- 
flected such humor and optimism. 
Her early work, produced in the late 
50s and 60s, was stark and only in 
charcoal black. 

“T would say that in my 20s I had 
my gloomy period — times were very 
sad for me; I only used black,” she 
said. “I don’t want black anymore. 

“You just get older and there’s no 
need to see things as black. By the 
end of the 60s I switched from char- 
coal to watercolor. I am very happy 
now; color reflects this.”” 

Born in Chamalieres, in the south-

That was the message Roy Bryant, 
general manager of the string of con- 
sumer-owned grocery stores and ser- 
vices, delivered to a group of about 
20 Coop members at the Bl Cerrito 
market last week. 

Coop officials late last year had re- 
commended closing the coffee shop, 
saying it was losing money. But loyal 
customers, who gather there for cof- 
fee bréaks or lunch to enjoy the home 
cooking of Leanna ‘‘Toby” Poe, ob- 
jected and won the eatery a 90-day 
reprieve. 

At last week’s meeting, called to 
evaluate the three-month trial period, 
Coop members were told that the 
coffee shop still was running in the 
red. But Bryant, recognizing custom- 
ers’ affection for the place, did not 
revive the idea of closing it. 

Instead, he promised that the com- 
pany would be putting more effort 
and thought into how to keep all its 
coffee shops going Of the four coffee 
shops in Coop markets, only the one 
in the Geary Road store in Walnut 
Creek makes a profit, he said.

Assemblyman Hart’s plan would 
require three years of English, two of 
math, two of science, three of social 
Studies, and an “‘intent’’ to teach 
computer skills. 

Campbell’s plan calls for four years 
of English, three of math, two of sci- 
ence, three of social studies, two of

tory, two of physical education, and 
two of fine arts. 

Honig’s model would set a mini- 
mum of three years of English, two of 
math, two of science (including biolo- 
gy and physical science), three of so- 
cial studies (U.S. history, world his- 
tory and culture, U.S. government), 
one of fine arts, and computer litera- 
cy (no time stated): 

Neighboring districts have require- 
ments closer to the proposed models. 
Berkeley High, for instance, requires 
3% years of English, 32 years of 
history, one science, two of math, 
one of electives, and 220 credits. 

Albany requires three years of En- 
glish, one of science, one of math, 
three of social science, and 220 cred- 
its. Salesian requires four of English, 
two of science, four of theology, 
three of history, two of math and 225 
credits. 

John Swett’s requirements are four 
of English, four of social studies, two 
of math, and one of science with 220 
credits. 


Rupley said Richmond Unified 
used to require 225 credits for gradu- 
ation but cut the number over the 
past three years when the board, 
under financial pressure, made an 
optional five period day. Course re- 
quirements did not change, she said. 

Richmond Unified officials now 
agree that standards should be raised, 
but they object to the stringency of 
the state model. They also note that 
the district high schools have longer 
periods than some of their neigh- 
bors. 

“Everyone is in favor of upgrading 
graduation requirements,” said Ro- 
bert Foo, principal at Pinole Valley, 
“but the state department’s model is 
unrealistic and impractical. They are 
geared for students entering UC- 
Berkeley and too far out for the run- 
of-the-mill students.” 

The district’s principals agree that 
state board requirements should not 
spell out course content, and Charles 
Dornton, Kennedy principal, said the 
board should have included voca- 
tional education. 

Dornton also thinks the state 
should start early in the elementary 
grades and not hope the higher stan- 
dards will “trickle down’ from on 
high. 

Principals also say the foreign lan- 
guage requirement is too much for 
most students. A directive to offer at 
least three years of foreign language 
would be more acceptable, they say. 

Board members, who have the last 
word, are still considering the issue. 


Goy Fuller said, “I feel they (the 
requirements) should be uniform 
throughout the state, but not neces- 
sarily the way the state is coming up 
with them.” 

Fuller objects to the specific course 
content. “Some students would never 
graduate if they had to pass algebra I 
and II and geometry,” he said. 

But he expects some change. “It 
deserves to be tightened,” he said, 
“but we have to be careful how it’s 
done.” 

Board president Katherine Lord 
said, ‘‘I’m very interested in increas- 
ing it but increasing it realistically. 
We can assume there will be some 
change, but we don’t know how 
much.” 


Calton said one reason he is in- 
terested in looking at standards is 
because of the district’s high dropout 
rate. One half of the students who 
enter in the ninth grade don’t gradu- 
ate, he said. 


“There is a wide variety of rea- 
sons,” he said, and it is not always the 
fault of the schools. But, he added, 

“Somehow we’re missing something 
in the secondary level. 


“We might think making gradua- 
tion standards easier would keep 
more kids in school, but my sense is 
the reverse is true. Kids get bored; 
they’re not motivated, and they don’t 
see any reason to stay in school. 

“I'd like to see us upgrade some- 


what. How much is a real ques- 
tion.”

matter Tuesday, postponing a vote until its next meeting 
April 12. If commisioners decide then that no EIR is neces- 
sary, they will open a hearing on the merits of the project at 
the same meeting. If an EIR is desired, they will allow 


m approximately 90 days for its preparation. 


The commission’s promise to place Kensington’s con- 
cerns first on the agenda April 12 prompted sighs of ap- 
preciation from the Kensington crowd filling nearly half the 
spectators’ section of the spacious Contra Costa County 
Board of Supervisors chambers. By this time, it was past 
midnight, and some elderly people and parents with young 
children had long since left for the trip from Martinez back 
to Kensington. 

Hammonds attended the meeting Tuesday, sitting 
quietly in the second row, but did not speak. Among the 
speakers, opponents of the project vastly outnumbered 
supporters, with more than a dozen criticizing the plan and 
only two indicating support. 

The spokespersons for the opposition were backed up 
by the multitudes behind them wearing circular paper 
badges on their chests reading ‘‘Don’t rezone Colusa Cir- 
cle,”’ a reference to Hammonds’ request to consolidate the 
separate lots of his project area, all but one of which are 
zoned for retail use, into a “‘planned unit district.” 

One of the main targets of criticism was a traffic study 
by a San Francisco consulting firm, Wilbur Smith and Asso- 
ciates, commissjoned by the county at Hammonds’ ex- 
pense. 

While the study identified a number of problems in 
Hammonds’ plans and suggested solutions, its basic mes- 
sage was that the project would create no insurmountable 
traffic or parking problems. 

A traffic engineer who lives near Colusa Circle, Ste- 
phen Lowens, raised objections to the traffic study in a 
letter read by a neighbor, William Johnston. 


Lowens said the consultants had underestimated 
parking deficiencies which would occur during peak busi- 
ness hours, and predicted that parking would overflow onto 
nearby residential streets. 

He also argued with the consultants’ support for 
changing the eastern leg of Oak View Avenue to one-way, 
saying the change would cause traffic snarls and hamper 

- access for emergency vehicles. 

Narsai David, owner of Narsai’s restaurant as well as a 
gourmet shop and catering business on the circle, agreed 
that the traffic study had understated parking needs. 

David, an outspoken critic of Hammonds’ project, 
also raised the point that three large evergreen trees at 
Santa Fe and Oak View Avenues would be removed under 

. the current plans. 
Speaking for Citizens for the Betterment of Kensing- 
- ton, Joyce Cross claimed the project threatened Kensing- 
ton’s ‘‘unique social environment.” 

She opposed zoning the project area as a planned unit 

» district — a designation normally applied only to projects 
covering 10 acres or more — asserting that the label “im- 

* plies traffic, noise, congestion, pollution and other unde- 

« sirable social qualities.” 

, Cross also accused Hammonds of having “‘forced out” 

three garages on the circle, which are now abandoned, 
empty shells, after buying the property some years ago. 

“T suggest that the applicant find a more suitable arena 
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for his grandiose schemes,” she said. 

Another member of the group, Florence Marson, read 
a letter from an urban planner, Nancy Maddox Little, cit- 
ing “inadequacies” in the traffic study and calling for a full- 
er environmental report. 

Little recommended an ‘economic or marketing anal- 
ysis” to determine whether the project would serve the 
area, and also a “view analysis’ showing how the con- 
struction would affect the vistas out of local windows. 

Kensington resident William Beuring confided that 
local residents are “frightened’’>by Hammonds’ plans. “We 
don’t know what the outcome’s going to be.” , 

He recommended an analysis of the project’s long- 
term commercial prospects, saying 20 years in the cén- 
struction business had taught him that, “The best plans 
often go awry.” 

Another speaker, Robert Holdeman, declared that 
consolidating the individual property lots in the project into 
a planned unit district would be a “revolutionary event,” 
setting a precedent for other areas of Kensington as well as 
elsewhere in the county. 

Holdeman also asserted the county Planning Depart- 
meni was trying to limit examination of the plans to certain 
issues. ‘Those issues are not all the issues,” he said, adding 
that one area of concern might be increased sewer loads, 

Inez Hennix, one of the organizers of Citizens for the 
Betterment of Kensington, also complained about county 
planning staff, saying they had told her the project would 
get ‘automatic approval.” 

“That cannot be an accurate statement,” Planning 
Commissioner Linda Best assured her. ‘‘Staff does not 
make that decision; they make a recommendation to us.” 

Only two people urged against a fuller environmental 
study. Carl Groch, an architect who lives near the circle, 
said all the issues raised by critics could be covered at 
public hearings under the existing review process. “An EIR 
represents a waste of time and effort on everybody’s part.” 
And another man who said he was looking for a home in 
Kensington asserted that an EIR would be a “needless ex- 
pense.”

ern part of France, in 1941, Salter 
studved sculpture, decoration, ttery 
and the theory and history oF ast at 
the Beaux Artes academy in Paris. 
She specialized in architecture and 
decoration. 

“My father discouraged me. He 
said, ‘Art doesn’t make any money.’ 
But, when I want something I usually 
get it. I wanted to study art.” 

Salter went on to study in Stutt- 
gart, Germany where she later 
worked as an interior decorator in 
private homes and in store fronts. 
Later she studied at the College of 
Art in London. 

Eventually returning to Paris, she 
“slid into the antique trade’’ and be- 
came an exhibitor of other artists’ 
works. 

In the exhibits which Salter organ- 
ized for other artists, the avant garde 
movements of the 60s and 70s were 
always present: “But, basically, I 
don’t get influenced by all these 
‘movements’,” she said. 

By 1976, Salter was back in the re- 
gion of her birth: the south. “London 
was so gloomy when you compare it 
with the south of France,’’ Salter 
said. “In the south there is a lot of 
light and movement.” 

It was in the south where Salter, 
with a group of artists, bought and 
completely remodeled an old castle, 
the Chateau D’Entrecasteaux with 
the support of the Ministry of Cul- 
ture. 

Salter directed the work, eventual- 
ly winning the Prix des Chefs 
d’Oeuvre en Peril from the ministry. 
Once renovated, the chateau became 
an establishment where Salter and 
other artists exhibited their work. 

Salter also worked to restore an- 
other old castle, the Chateau de 
Veygoux: “This was in a part of 
France called the Auvergne, in the 
center of the country near Vichy,” 
she said. “It is the tough, old and wild 
part — the Scotland — of France.” 

Salter emigrated to the United 
States in 1978, after meeting her hus- 


band, Ken, a Berkeley real estate at- 
torney. 

“In France I was working selling 
objects d’art. I decided to do the 
same here, to open a shop. 

“My husband and I go once a year 
to Europe to buy in the best markets 
in England and France. There are art 
dealers there who keep things the 
whole year for me,” Salter said. 

Many of the items which Salter

ernments released a report recently 
that offers dozens of suggestions for 
improving the employment picture of 
what it calls the East Bay North, a 
region that includes all of West Coun- 
ty and the cities of Albany, Berkeley 
and Oakland in Alameda County. 

According to ABAG, much needs 
to be done. 

The region has an image problem, 
the report says, It recommends a 
joint lobbying effort — perhaps 
through ABAG itself — to persuade 
industry this area is an attractive 
place in which to invest. 

The image, according to ABAG 
planner Yvonne San Jule, is one of 
crime and hostility to development. 

In Berkeley, she said, ‘‘there is the 
image that the policymakers are not 
particularly hospitable to new devel- 
opment.” 

In the other communities of East 
Bay North, Jule says, developers hold 
the idea “that there is a crime prob- 
lem.” 

Still, the report says, the region 
provides a fertile field for industrial 
expansion. Bio-technology and other 
high-tech crafts offer an avenue of in- 
dustrial expansion, the report says. 

It suggests that local governments 
join with UC-Berkeley to establish a 
bio-technology research park. The 
governments could issue bonds to de- 
velop the park, it says. 

Industry requires workers. High- 
tech industry requires workers with 
high-tech skills. Skilled labor for 
high-tech and other expanding indus- 
tries should be recruited from the 
ranks of the unemployed, according 
to the ABAG report. 

It says local government, unions, 
schools, employment centers and 
others could establish training pro- 
grams to meet the needs of industry. 

This pool of trained workers will

sells come from local flea markets 
which she constantly scours: 

“I’m always buying in the flea 
markets on Ashby, in Sausalito and in 
Alameda. It’s so amusing to go to 
these markets,” she said. 

But the rare print shop on Hopkins 
is only one outlet for Salter’s own ar- 
tistic projects: 

“It’s easier for me to draw in the 
studio,” she said. “When I draw, I do 
it when there is no one around.” 

Salter makes her own necklaces, 
which are laden primarily with the 
rich blues and greens of amethyst, 
turquoise and jade. She describes her 
concern when making jewelry as one 


encourage new industries to locate 
here, ABAG argues. 

Workers require homes. Accord- 
ing to the report, Richmond and 
Hercules could be the site of 17,000 
new homes in the years ahead. 

When smaller parcels in nearly 
built-out communities like El Cerrito 
and Albany are added to vacant land 
in Oakland, room for 27,000 new 
dwellings exists, the report says. 

Higher densities of residential de- 
velopment and legalization of in-law 
apartments would help keep housing 
affordable, according to the report. 

More controversially, the report 
suggests that ‘manufactured homes” 
— the successor to trailers — be en- 
couraged. They are already permitted 
for in-fill purposes and are coming 
into popularity in Oakland. 

(A West Contra Costa County de- 
veloper has proposed building 200 of 
these ‘‘pre-fab” homes in a section of 
North Richmond he hopes to annex 
to the city of Richmond.) 

Increasing government assistance 
will be needed to produce enough 
homes, the report says. 

Municipally-backed bonds to raise 
funds for mortgages are already in 
use in Richmond, San Pablo, Emery- 
ville and Oakland. 

“East Bay North cities might con- 
sider the advantages of a joint bond 
issue such as is currently being pro- 
posed by the cities of Newark and 
Pleasanton,” the report says. 

Another approach would be for the 
cities to join with non-profit housing 
development corporations to build 
dwellings for low- and moderate-in- 
come residents. Significant tax ad- 
vantages are available for property 
owners who donate their land for 
such ventures. 

Government will play an important 
role in attracting industry, the report 
says. It recommends that local gov-
